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Report of Road Commissioner 


James B, Elden 


In order that the citizens of the Town of Buxton 
may know how I have used my part of the money 
raised by them for highways and bridges, I make 
this report. 

I have scraped all the roads and graveled a part, 
also cut the bushes on many of them. I have used 
three hundred and fifty-two loads of gravel in Bar 
Mills, principally on Depot and Towle streets. Depot 
street was in a very bad condition and needed a good 
deal done to it. I have graveled fully one-third of it 
and hope my successor will continue the work until 
we have a permanent piece of road, equal to any State 
road. This job alone has cost over one hundred and 
fifty dollars. 

Bridges have been quite an expense this year. It 
was found necessary to entirely rebuild the Deering 
Bridge and abutments, which was done, the job cost- 
ing ninety-four dollars and ninety cents. The Sal- 
mon Falls bridge has been replanked and painted at 
an expense of one hundred and twenty-four dollars 
and seventy cents. The Elwell bridge has been re- 
built at an outlay of sixty-seven dollars and sixteen 
cents. 

The work on culverts has cost twenty-six dollars 
and sixty cents.

Committee 


To the Citizens of Buxton: 

We herewith submit to you the following report: 
Salmon Falls Schoolhouse was repaired as follows: 
A new hardwood floor, new windows and _ inside 
doors, practically a new roof, the entries re-sheathed, 
the building painted inside and out, a new fence 
around the lot, a new stove, etc.; net cost, approxi- 
mately $330. Mrs. Kate D. Riggs contributed $35 to 
aid in repairing this old landmark, for which gift we 
express our thanks. 

At West Buxton the schoolhouse was leveled, the 
underpinning righted, a new hardwood floor laid, one 
side of house and the woodshed shingled. 

Marked improvements have been made in the 
Groveville schoolhouse in providing light for the 
building. New seats have been placed in the Buxton 
Center school, a much needed necessity. 

We hope the town will make a suffiicient appro- 
priation to do the work at Bog Mill, which has already 
been placed before you. We ask your careful con- 
sideration in regard to a new High School building 
to meet the requirements of the State, and also a new 
graded school at Bar Mills. Conditions in_ those 
schools demand your attention. We urge your sup- 
port in establishing a higher standard for entrance to 
the High School, and a better preparation on the part 
of those who enter it. We believe that the practical 
course of study already introduced in our schools wili 
result in marked improvements in school work. 

We must face the fact that in order to improve 
our schools we must employ the best teachers we can 
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get and of course give better pay. 

We feel it our duty to say that Superintendent 
C. L. Clement has worked hard and conscientiously, 
the past year, for the advancement of our sclfools. 
He is interested in them, and we feel that the work 
which he has begun must mean improvement.

Report of the Superintendent of 
Schools 


e 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of Buxton: | 

It is my pleasure to present to you herewith my 
second annual report of the condition, progress and 
needs of the schools of Buxton for the year ending 
arch Aes 

During the year I have worked steadily for the 
advancement of your schools in every possible line. 
I have made 200 visits of supervision besides distrib- 
uting supplies, attending teachers’ meetings, ard 
spending a large amount of time on office work. It 
would perhaps not be out of place to outline the 
meaning of office work. It includes the preparing 
for teachers’ meetings, numbering books, selecting 
materials, choosing new text books, and attending to 
the correspondence incident to the office. In choos- 
ing a new text book several are examined critically 
with a view to their adaptation to our individual 
needs. My correspondence includes the writing of 
from two to ten or even more letters daily, required 
to learn the record of and engage teachers, give re- 
quested information, prepare reports to the State,’ 
and inform myself upon the best materials for all 
kinds of school work where the town’s money is to 
be spent. 

From various reasons we have been obliged to 
secure an unusually large number of new teachers 
during the year. So far-as possible trained and ex- 
perienced teachers have been employed and the re- 
sults have been satisfactory with few exceptions. 
Our teachers are progressive, willing to work, and 
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interested in the progress of their schools. |" 

During the year seven teacher’s meetings have been 
held. Topics such as “Preparation for High School,” 
“Teaching of Geography,’ “Moral Training in the 
Schools,” “Nature Study,” “Practical Work in Arith- 
metic,’ “The Teacher’s Preparation for Her Work,” 
“Improvement League Work,” etc., have been dis- 
cussed and many helpful thoughts advanced. I feel 
that much for the benefit of our schools can ‘be done 
through these meetings, and shall make them a fea- 
ture of the work during the coming year. | 

Excellent results are being obtained from the 
course of study for the common schools, which has 
been printed in suffiicient numbers to provide copies 
for parents and others interested. It is hoped that 
citizens generally will familiarize themselves with 
what is being done in the schools. In this course prac- 
tical work in arithmetic, nature study, local work in 
geography, memory gems, supplementary reading 
and biographies of leading Americans are some of the 
subjects which find a place. Teachers are urged to 
relate the work of the pupil to his surroundings. For 
example, it was once customary to put into the hands 
of 4 pupil hardly able to read a text book ‘on geog- 
raphy and require him to learn and recite it verbatim. 
He found it dry and uninteresting because unrelated 
to anything in his mind. Now we teach him to ob- 
serve and express the facts observed in his own lan- 
guage. In this way he will form clear ideas ofthe 
geographical features of his surroundings and these 
ideas will help him to form clear ideas of more dis- 
tant objects and thus make his later work in the text 
book a vital thing to him. In other words he becomes 
a thinker wide awake. to the sources of knowledge 
which lie all around him. 

Historical stories and biographies of prominent 
Americans are planned to precede the formal study 
of history. In this way the pupil gains much valu- 
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able information and becomes interested in the sub- 
ject. After this the formal study can be taken up 
with much more understanding and profit to the. 
pupil. In physiology it is planned to precede the 
formal study by a book on health. It is more impor- 
tant to know how to keep well than to know technical 
facts about the body. Mental work in arithmetic is 
receiving more attention than in the past. Teachers 
are expected to accustom their pupils from the be- 
ginning to rapid, sprightly, crisp responses. Such a 
habit will soon result in a mental alertness in number 
work that not only will be valuable in after life, but 
‘will react very favorably upon the work in written 
arithmetic. Supplementary work from other arith- 
metics is given, and considerable practical work such 
as measuring wocd, land, lumber, rooms, etce., is being 
done. The teachers must not be expected to bring 
all these ideas to their highest value in a year or in 
two years. The object in all work for our school is 
not to follow fads, or even to do as is being done in 
other towns; but to make our schools of the greatest 
present interest and permanent value to our children. 
Most of our teachers are co-operating and acting in- 
telligently toward this end. 

I believe that our schools should be adapted to 
the communities in which they are located. As 
farming is the principal business in most of our dis- 
tricts I have encouraged our teachers to make their 
nature work such as will give their pupils some prac- 
tical ideas regarding soils and the growing of farm 
products. All teachers have been supplied with the 
pamphlet, “Exercises in Elementary Agriculture for 
Maine Rural Schools.” This has been prepared with 
special reference to the needs of our rural schools 
and contains a number of practical experiments. We 
do not expect to make scientific farmers of our boys 
at once, but, by directing their attention to this as 
being an important part of an education, we will set 
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them to thinking along this line, and pave the way for 
making successful farmers of those who choose that 
as their vocation. 

The problem of creating a High School effective 
in every sense of the word is receiving the careful 
consideration of our superintendent and principal. 
The report of the principal herewith included is 
worthy your attention. The bringing together of the 
ninth grade and putting it under one teacher would 
raise the standard of the High Schools, as the pupils 
would be better and more uniformly prepared for 
entrance; it would also keep many boys and girls in 
school who now drop out because they think they are 
too old to attend the common schools and are not 
yet ready for high school. | 

With the balance of the appropriation for the lab- 
oratory, considerable chemical apparatus has been 
purchased, and now the laboratory is well equipped 
for the teaching of physies and chemistry. However 
a small amount needs to be spent annually to replace 
materials used and make necessary additions. 

The High School pupils are doing the janitor 
work and using the money to purchase books for their 
library. So far twenty eight volumes have been pur- 
chased. This is filling a long-felt need of the school 
and is certainly commendable on the part of the 
pupils and principal. Besides the books added by the 
school five reference books in chemistry have been 
provided. | 

I have received a letter from the State Superin- 
tendent, in which he made the request that the matter 
of providing an adequate building for our High School 
be brought tothe attention of the community. The High 
School building is crowded and not at all suitable to 
the needs of the school. As we receive $500 annually 
from the State for the support of the high school, we 
cannot afford to disregard the request of the State 
superintendent in this matter. It is hoped that favor- 
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able action will be’ taken by the town in the near 
future... , 

I wish to call the attention of parcuts again to 
the matter of punctuality and attendance. During 
the spring term the average attendance was 86 per 
cent., and in the fall 87 per cent. This means that 
out of every seven and four-tenths pupils one is regu- 
larly absent. This is more than can be accounted for 
by sickness and necessary absence and means a great 
deal of repeated work and often the loss of a whole 
year to such pupils. Shall we not have the active 
co-operation of all parents in an effort to reduce to 
the smallest possible margin the percentage of ab- 
sence from: the schools, and thus prevent much waste 
of effort and make our schools more efficient? . 

The School Improvement Leagues, which have 
been organized in all but two schools, are doing ex- 
cellent work. During the year 475 books, 2 large 
dictionaries, 1 dictionary stand, 2 book cases, and 3 
pictures have been added to the equipment of our 
schools. It has been gratifying to note the general 
improvement in the appearance of school property 
since the leagues have ben organized. Committees 
are appointed to look after rooms, yards, books, ete. 
Through the leagues pupils are becoming more inter- 
ested in their school work and are- showing more 
responsibility for the care of school property. I am 
glad to note the large number of books added to the 
school libraries and also the increased interest shown 
by the pupils in their use. The libraries are proving 
especially helpful as an aid in history, nature study 
and language and at the same time a taste is being 
developed for the right kind of reading which will be 
of inestimable value to our boys and girls in later life. 
I trust that the same generous support will be given 
to this work during the coming year as in the past. 
In a few years at the present rate of progress our 
schools will be splendidly equipped for their work. 
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I wish to extend the thanks of the town to Mrs. 
Riggs for her gift of a copy of “Little Gardens for 
Little Gardeners,” to each school in town; to Mrs. 
Helen Bradberry for the picture, “Signers of the Dec- 


laration of Independence,” presented to the Lower 


Corner School; to the Dorcas Society for 28 books pre- 


sented to the Scribner School Library, for a picture 


to the Lower Corner School, one to the Depot School 
and one to the Buxton Center School, and for kinder- 
garten material to the Salmon Falls and Bog Mills 
Schools; and to Buxton Grange for the free use of its 
excellent library, which now numbers 600 volumes. 
A fair for the boys and girls of Buxton was held 
on Labor day under the auspices of Buxton Grange. 
The prizes offered proved an incentive to the pupils 
and added much to their interest in their school work. 
I wish, in behalf of the boys and girls of the town, to 
extend thanks to Buxton Grange for its interest in 


them and for the valuable prizes, amounting to $142, 


which were given. The Grange plans to hold a sec- 
ond fair on next Labor day and it is expected that all 
the schools in town will be well represented. 

With the generous appropriation given last year 
a full set of eight maps in a cabinet case and a full 
mounted movable meridian globe have been provided 
for each school. These are proving very helpful to 
the pupils in their work in-geography. The com- 
mittee have recommended another appropriation this 
year to provide charts on history and physiology and 
make necessary additions to the equipment of the 
High School. The need for historical and physiologi- 
cal charts is as great as that for maps and globes, 
there being no recent charts on these subjects in any 
school. 

The building at Salmon Falls has been repaired 
and is now comfortable and also attractive in appear- 
ance. It is planned to consolidate here the Salmon 
Falls and Union Schools. This will result in the bene- 
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te 
fiting both schools and at the same time will save con- 
siderable expense to the town. 

The plan of consolidation outlined in my last 
report with a new building at Bar Mills, a new high 
and graded school building at Buxton Center, either 
the uniting of the West Buxton and Bog Mills schools 
with a new building halfway between the old build- 
ings, or the remodelling of the present buildings: and 
needed repairs on the remaining buildings in town 
are matters which should be taken into immediate 
consideration with a view to entering upon a jan 
which shall embrace the whole town, thus benefiting 
every district. This does not mean that all this need 
be done in one or two years. If the policy as begun 
this year of remodelling or erecting a new building 
each year is followed, it would be but a few years 
before our school buildings would be a credit to the 
town. 

In closing I wish to express my appreciation of 
the teachers, who have been faithful in their efforts 
to second my plans, and of the committee, whose 
never failing interest in the welfare of the schools 
and whose cordial and unanimous support have been 
a constant source of inspiration.

Report of the Principal of the Buxton 
High School 


To the Superintendentof Schoolsand the Superintend- 
ing School Committee of the Town of Buxton. 

I herewith submit to you my first annual report 
of the condition and needs of the Buxton High School. 

During my incumbency tne register has shown 
from thirty-eight to forty-two names... The average 
attendance has been remarkablv good, the percentage 
being about 95 per cent. for the past two years and a 
halt. The character and intellect of the students of 
the High School are all that could be desired. The 
effort and industry displayed have been very com- 
mendable, consequently the advancement has been 
good. It is, however, my impression that the effi- 
ciency of the High School would be greatly increased 
if the material coming from the grammar grades were 
more thoroughly preparerd, farther advanced and 
InGlewmalire, it ;years. The average boy or: girl 
needs about two years’ work in algebra to be prepared 
for a college test. In our curriculum only one. year 
is devoted to that subject. Hence this branch should 
be studied in the grammar grade or an additional year 
should be given to it in the high school. The same 
criticism holds true regarding severa! other branches 
of high school work. 

To overcome this obstacle I would suggest that 
all these pupils of the 9th grade in the Buxton schools 
who plan to enter the high school be provided with a 
room where they may be thoroughly prepared for en- 
trance to the high school by a competent male teach- 
er. I would also suggest that the Town Hall be used 
for this purpose, as in that case the teacher would be 
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in a position to instruct a high school class in physics 
or chemistry, thus enabling the High School teachers i 
to do better or more work. a 
Another element which would add to the success of ae 
the High School is a more perfect union of feeling be- 
tween parents and teachers. This union of feeling — 
can be brought about only by the parents visiting the 
school and having frank and open talks with its teach- 
ers. All the parents or relatives of the High school 
students would be most cordialy received at the High 
School rooms on any occasion. | 
Permit me in conclusion to express the hope that, 
as you look into the faces of these noble boys and ge 
girls who are making every effort to secure a high 
school education, you will compare their means of 
securing it with those of the boys and girls of other 
towns, that you may highly resolve that what is good — 
for other boys and girls is none too good for the boys 
and girls of Buxton. , a
